Judging by the long processions of am- 
bulance« trâ^éllhg norllhward ' the Rus- 
sians have many wounded. 


During the first week there was a suc- 
cession of snow and sand storms from 
the north blowing constantly In the face 
of the Japanese.

Oku's Headciuarters,- March 
6.—Oku's

Kuropatkin 1b now engoged In endeavor- 
ing to defend hla title as master of suc- 
cessful retreat and bring off hla army, 
with Its immense train, safely. The prob- 
tn before Kuropatkin Is much more dif- 
ficult than the one he mot successfully at 
iao Yang, since now he is threatened on 
both flanks, his left wing being entangled 
a motmtalnous region far from the rail- 
rond. 


Nevertheless, Russian military men here 
express affair degree of confidence In Ku 
ropatkin's oblHty once more to extricate 
himself and avoid a Russian calamity. 
From information in possession of the 
Associated Press it la known Kuropatkin 
contemplai deretlring before the begin- 
ning of the b,ittle and that he had hoped 
to accomplish It without a serious com- 
bat. 
Tho Japanese, however, focce^ him 
lo accept bnttle. 
Doubt about the turn- 
ing movflfment compelled him to send the 
major part of his reserves on the firing 
line and rendered an effective counter- 
stroke out of the question, and decision 
to retire %vns immediately taken on March 
as WAS stated by yie Associated Press 
that day. The Withdrawal actually begun 
during tho night. 


The Burent question now, and one over 
which the general staff burned Its lights 
In te Into the night, 1« whether Oyama 
has entangled the Russians In his strate- 
gic net sufficiently to prevent successful 
retreat to Tie pass. Rennenkampff's force 
to the eastward admittedly Is In great 
danger of being cut off and a considerable 
force of Japanese appears to be operating 
an the Russian right well toward Tie 
poss.

Som ething more than half a cen­ 
tury ago two young men residing in 
Ohio decidcd to follow the advice of 
the famous editor of tho New York 
'rribune and go west. They wero lui- 
tives of Mercer county, Pennsylvania, 
but had spent the greater part of 
their livea 
in 
tho. Buckeye state, 
where they had th<! training of gt^od 
parents who looked carefully to tlie 
welfare of Ibeir ehildfeu. Tho young 
men had a sister, Mr.s. Samuel Gib­ 
son, who lived in tho nortii part of 
this county, and it was her presence 
that drew them to the Sucker state. 
They ma«le tho voyage from P itts­ 
burg to St. liouis l)y boat, thencc to 
Naples up the Illinois river and from 
that poiiit to Jacksonville by the old 
time, railroad with its wooden sleep­ 
ers and strap rail. From Jacksonville 
they trudged northward toward the 
residence o f tlieir sister, and on the 
way they passed, a (piarter of a mile 
»lorth of Arcadia, by the homo of 
Mr. Johnson, whose boys, Henry and 
Junies, were foud of bmiting and had 
several hounds 
wdiich 
mad« known 
their presence in tho usiud musical 
(?) numner as the young travelers 
passed by. 
Naaman carried a violin 
and «a he trudgt*d along he ren\arked 
to his brother that the people who 
lived tlii'rc! coubln’t be of nn»ch ac­ 
count as tliey had so many dogs, and 
without the knowlcilgo of tho strang­ 
ers tho residents at the house sug­ 
gested' thati those young fellows were 
certain ly rather trilling as one of 
them carried a fiddlfe about with him. 
So it was not a romantic caso of 
love at first sight, but the first im ­ 
pressions proved erroneous iu both 
ases, and it was not long before tho 
young peopl(‘ became actpjaintod and 
it was not singular that handsome 
Kmily Johnson soon won tlui heart 
of the shy young man from Ohio. She 
was* a blooming maiden, the older 
settlers declare, modest, industrious, 
accomplislietl in all that went to make 
a complete and useful w^oman, pos­ 
sessed of good taato and charming in 
her ways, 
so 
the 
admiring youth 
showed excijllent judgment when ho 
manifested an affection for her and 
iu duo time he was delighted to see 
it returned, so that on the 8th day of 
March, 1855, Rev. Jeremiah M itcliell, 
a devoted preacher of tho MeUiodis-t 
oburch, was called on to pronounce 
the words 
which 
w'ould make the 
twain, 
Naaman 
L. 
Kennedy 
and 
Emily E. Johnson, hu.sband and wife, 
and with pardonable pride and satis­ 
faction the good' lady remarked to 
the writer that their married life for 
fifty years had been nappy idl the 
|time. 


A fter the wedding they repaired to 
their homo two m iles north of Ar­ 
cadia on the farm, still occupied by 
tjie couplo fifty years wedded; bu^ a 
plai'o far dSfferent looking from what 
it is now. 
Mr. Kennedy’s store of 
worldly goods, wlien 
he 
landed in 
Illinois, con.s^isted of tkree open bug- 
gias, the wood work of which he had 
made him.self, and they were the 
honest-kind of the earLy ^^ays and 
woidd last ono or two .i|f0;ime3 if 
properly cared for. As the older resi­ 
dents who had been used to little 
eke %lian heavy farm wagons viewed 
the vehicles, the wisely shook their 
beads, dficlariuir such things were en- 
tii’oly too light for service, aiul many 
refused to buy after Mr. Kennedy 
had brought them all th e Way with 
him from Ohio to find a market for 
them. H e finally sold one to a neigh- 
bw!, John Crum, and ono to Williaan 


Scrimpshiro, of Tnlluln, getting $100 
each, and ycnr.s afterward' tho pur- 
ohasors admitted tho buggie.s wero 
tho bi'.st tlicy over saw. 
Ho bought 
and evontuuily paid 
for 
310 acres, 
which ho still owns, and it waa most­ 
ly timber land whicli ho clearcd large­ 
ly with his own work. 
H e was a 
young nmn of great strength and eld­ 
erly visitors told what ho could do. 
in harvest four acres a day was ac­ 
counted goorl work for a man with a 
cradle, 
but 
young Keiniady could 
readily cut five 
and 
ono piece of 
twenty-five acres of wheat lie cut in 
four days and a half and heljjed with 
the shocking. 
'Pllti Rcytlu* was bis 
fort, however, as Iu* would regularly 
lay low thro<> acres of ni(;adow while 
two wore always accounted a good 
day*« work for an able bodied man<

Akers. W. H. IL Trotter, Mr. Reed, 
William and G w rge Rutledge and 
others. 
Some deer wero still left in 
the woods and Mrs. Koinu'dy’s broth­ 
er .Tames bad one for a pet, and to 
his gri('f Georg(* Loar shot it, sup­ 
posing it to be wild. 
'Ihero wore 
mImo a good nuuvv wild turkeys, which 
with oDims, ’possums, foxes nnd a low 
wrJves snpj>l!od pl<*nty of Imnting for 
vears.

Mr. Kennc^dy 
found some of bis shoe]) had been 
killed and as there was snow on the

auders for miles he t^nclud<*d they 
were wolves and gave it up. 


H ospitality wnis boundless in th6wi 
primitive days, and many times log 
houses »if two or three rooms enter­ 
tained more guests than persons now 
w’ith spacious edifices woidd think of 
accomniofltating. Tho great fire places 
lout a cheer unequaled under any 
other circumstances; comforts such as 
are now'aihiys regarded indispeiinble 
w'oro unknown and not missed. The

boar«l; the biscuit from the Dutch 
oven; 
tho 
potatoes roasted in the 
ashes, and the savory eggs jirepared 
in the same manner; the pork and 
cabbage boiled in the kettle swinig 
on the erano over tho roaring fire; 
the sausage chopped fine on the end 
of a stump; all seasoned with the 
sauce of (»xcellent appetit<js enabled 
the peqiJo of that day to take in a 
meal a uleasnro which might well be 
oiivied by Delmonieo’s ])atrons, who 
each squander fiuiny dollars at a sit­ 
ting .spurring jaded api>otites with 
wines, strong spices and other arti­ 
ficial means. 
By the farm ran the 
old stage to Beardstown until the 
routo was changed by way of V ir­ 
ginia, and the lumbering 
vehicles 
wore fam iliar sights from day to 
day, and many brief 
acquaintance­ 
ships wero nxade with the passers by. 
As the years i^assed by the log houso 
gavo way to a better one and from 
time to time 
new 
structiires were 
erected, the last one being tho spaei; 
ous building now occupied by the aged 
couple and their son and fam ily. 


The .year of their arrival one of 
the Kennedy brothers went back a f­ 
ter their parents, who came out to 
Illinois where they 
were 
tenderly 
qared for many years, 
Tho father 
died at the home o f a daughter in. 
Macon county and the mother return-: 
od to h<ir Ohio relatives to spend the 
remainder of her days.

tho coroner’a inquest, 
which W0» held n» early aa possible, 
developed tlw> following facts: 


Mr. Lashmet lived w ith his son likl- 
ward, who work» in! a butcher shop, 
and goes to work early. 
He left as 
usual Wednesday m orning at)d short­ 
ly oftcrw ard his wife sont her little 
sou to hiîï grandfather’s 
room 
to 
awaken him. Thé boy returned, say­ 
ing, “Grandpap has a revolver in his 
hand.” 
Mrs. 
Lashmet, 
suspeetjng 
that sonietliing was wrong and being 
afraid to enter the room, sent to tho 
btit(>hcr shop for her husband. Upon 
his arrival he went to his father’s 
room nTid fonsnd him lying in his bed 
with his hand clasping a revolver ly­ 
ing an his breast, and a bullet hole 
through his hood. Life had evidently 
b<vni extinct for some time. ' The 
coroner was notified about 7 •.'I.') and 
nt (incfi held an innuest,. The verdict 
WM.‘< that deceased had come to his 
death by hia own hand. 


The unfortunate man, had not been 
in unusually pom* health, although he 
complnined a t tim es of not feeling 
welt; but had) always been of an un­ 
happy disposition. 
H e realized the 
fact find often referi‘ed to it, saying 
that he had every reason for being 
happy and contented, but was not 
sf>, 
T.ast we<sk he rem.arked t^o his 
son that he wanted nothing, his de­ 
sires being even anticipated, and yet 
he could not bo .happy.
